In the opinion of the editors 
of the United Nations World the only two countries 
confronted with a possible seizure of power by com¬ 
munists are Greece and China, and the reason for 
this possibility is the weakness of central adminis¬ 
tration and growing communist power. The hope is 
that U.S. interest and military power may be strong 
enough to hold back the communist wave. 

This magazine, which keeps in close touch with 
world developments, sees both strength and weak¬ 
ness in the fact that Russia has become the centre 
of gravity of international communism. It means 
a great spread of communism from Russia, but it 
also means that the ideas of Russian leaders and the 
political needs of Russia itself bfecome a primary 
consideration in international politics. And pro-Com- 
munist countries may still at times want to act in¬ 
dependently of Russia.
